Prof. DM Crosby, M. D., LI*, D., 
who tor thirty-two years was at the 
head of Dartmouth Medic*! College, 
helonged to the f amoua Crosby family 
of phjfsleians, which forseveril genor- 
atlona baa furnished more dlstin- 
nolshed medical men than, any other 
family In America.
